PREFACE 


Some  years  ago  I  became  enamored  with  the  stately,  large  incurved 
types  of  chrysanthemums  as  grown  by  the  florists,  and  began  experimenting 
with  growing  these  big-flowering  varieties  in  the  open  garden  here.  This 
scon  developed  into  quite  a  hobby,  and  finding  it  expensive  to  be  constantly 
acquiring  new  (to  me)  varieties  to  try  out,  I  found  it  not  only  expedient  but 
necessary  that  I  dispose  of  my  surplus  plants  each  spring  at  popular  prices, 
to  help  make  my  hobby  self-supporting.  This  explains  the  little  advertise¬ 
ment  of  mine  that  you  have  noticed.  I  have  found  that  I  can  grow  them  ful¬ 
ly  as  large  as  the  average  hothouse  grown  mum,  but  with  not  quite  the 
“finish”  that  is  possible  under  glass.  This  I  have  done  for  several  years  in 
my  own  garden  here,  right  out  in  the  open.  I  have  grown  practically  all  of 
the  better  known  big  varieties,  and  many  of  the  newer  ones,  and  honestly 
believe  I  have  as  good  a  private  collection  of  these  varieties'  as  can  be  found 
in  the  Southeast.  I  have  had  worlds  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  produc¬ 
ing  these  big  blooms  in  the  open  garden,  but  found  out  that  many  new  and 
highly  recommended  big  varieties  did  not  alwavs  come  up  to  expectations; 
that  it  is  hard  to  improve  upon  such  grand  old  varieties!  as  the  Turners 
Pocketts,  Snow  White,  and  many  others,  and  still  retain  their  size  and  other 
good  points.  This  I  believe  is  because  this  type  of  chrysanthemum  is  much 
farther  along  in  its  stage  of  evolution,  and  while  all  varieties  have  features 
that  could  be  improved  upon,  the  higher  a  variety  is  in  the  scale  of  evolution 
the  harder  it  is  to  obtain  a  better  hybrid.  For  this  reason  additions  to  the 
truly  “big”  class  will  be  small.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  the  new  hardies 
and  pompons  offer  an  almost  endless  field  for  the  hybridizer,  and  the  anem¬ 
one  types  add  the  possibility  of  marvelous  color  combinations  due  to  their 
inclination  to  have  the  disc  one  color  and  the  ray  florets  another.  These  latter 
types  are  coming  into  great  favor,  and  I  intend  to  grow  many  of  them  my¬ 
self  this  year,  even  though  they  lack  the  size  and  grandeur  of  my  first  choice.

No  order  accepted  for  less  than  $1.00  unless  accompanied  by  20  cents 
additional  to  cover  the  cost  of  packing. 

I  remove  all  plants  at  flowering  time  that  appear  to  be  untrue  to 
name,  but  being  human  an  occasional  mistake  will  occur,  in  which  event  I 
will  only  be  responsible  to  the  extent  of  replacing  the  plant  or  refunding  the 
purchase  price. 

Unless  specifically  requested  not  to  do  so,  I  will  ship  a  similar  variety 
to  one  ordered  when  the  variety  ordered  is  sold  out.  A  list  of  “Second  Choice” 
varieties  is  helpful  in  such  cases.  When  requested  not  to  do  this,  the  purchase 
price  of  any  variety  not  furnished  as  ordered  will  be  refunded. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

My  plants  are^pen-grown,  and  I  personally  select,  label  and  pack  each 

order. 

Shipments  can  be  made  earlier  than  the  middle  of  April,  but  except 
for  the  very  southern  portion  of  the  United  States  earlier  shipments  are  not 
desirable.  The  latter  half  of  April,  all  of  May  and  the  first  half  of  June  is  the 
best  time. 

Each  order  of  plants  will  be  dipped  in  a  nicotine  and  rotenone  spray 
mixture  immediately  prior  to  packing*  which  eliminates  even  the  possibility 
cf  any  insect  nest. 

Mimeographed  cultural  directions  will  be  included  in  each  package 
of  plants  shipped. 

Bud  selection  and  blooming  dates  are  for  this  locality  and  must  be 
taken  as  approximations  only;  Further  north  they  will  be  advanced,  and  de¬ 
layed  as  you  go  south.  A  variety  will  be  matured  and  gone  here  by  the  time 
it  is  in  bloom  in  New  Orleans. 

Unusually  hot  weather  in  September  and  October  will  lighten  the  col¬ 
ors  of  most  mums,  and  this  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  ordering  the  early 
varieties.  As  an  example  last  fall  the  old  standard  early  pink  ENCHANT¬ 
RESS  was  nearly  white,  due  to  unusually  hot  sun  in  October.  Mid-season  and 
later  varieties  are  not  affected.

MRS.  HENRY  R.  REA — An  incurved  pure  white  with  rather  pointed  petals 
that  produced  an  8-inch  bloom  with  me;  unusually  large  foliage  right 
up  to  bloom,  and  strong  stem.  Best  bud  early  in  September;  blooms 
October  25th. 

AMBASSADOR — Known  as  the  “Early  Turner”  due  to  its  very  large  size. 
A  pure  white  of  perfect  incurved  form,  maturing  an  8  inch  bloom 
around  the  end  of  October  from  an  early  September  bud.  Undoubtdly 
one  of  the  largest  and  best  whites  for  October. 

SEMINOLE  CHIEF — An  exhibition  chestnut  bronze;  reflex  petals  that  are 
unusually  long;  very  dependable  for  an  exhibition;  Has  produced  9- 
inch  blooms;  Matures  the  end  of  October  from  a  September  1st  bud. 

GOLDEN  TINTS — A  very  large  8  inch  bloom  of  light  yellow  maturing  mid¬ 
dle  of  October  from  an  August  15-20  bud.  Wonderful  strong  stem  ana 
perfect  foliage,  but  should  be  planted  rather  early  to  attain  height 
bv  blooming  time. 

COLUMBUS  DISPATCH  — A  very  vigorous  deep  yellow  variety  that  will  at¬ 
tain.  a  height  of  5  feet  from  June  1st  planting,  and  mature  an  8  inch 
bloom  by  the  end  of  October;  Best  bud  Sept.  1st.  I  consider  this  the 
best  of  the  new  early  yellow  varieties. 

GOLDEN  MAJESTIC — A  sport  from  the  well-known  variety  MAJESTIC.  It 
is  a  very  bright  yellow  and  has  all  the  other  qualities  of  its  parent, 
medium  dwarf  growth,  but  an  excellent  exhibition;  Large  bloom  ma¬ 
turing  end  of  October  from  mid-August  bud. 

EDGAR  STILLMAN  KELLY — An  unusually  dependable  late  pure  white  of 
real  large  size;  foliage,  stem  and  habit  of  growth  almost  perfect;  in¬ 
curved  glistening  white  bloom;  September  20th  bud  matures  bloom 
around  middle  of  November. 

BRONZE  GLADYS  PEARSON— A  dark  bronze  sport  of  the  ever  popular  va¬ 
riety  Gladys  Pearson.  There  are  several  sports  of  Gladys  Pearson,  but 
this  strain  is  a  true  bronze.  It  will  produce  an  8-inch  bloom  for  Thanks¬ 
giving  from  mid-September  bud.

SMITHS  EARLY  WHITE— Blooms  Oct.  8th  from  August  bud;  While  not  an 
8  inch  bloom  it  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  earliest  good  whites;  inner 
petals  incurve,  outer  ones  reflex. 

AKSARBEN —  Bloom  October  15th.  from  first  bud;  a  large  reflex  deep  rose 
that  will  hold  its  color  to  full  maturity;  4  1-2  ft.  with  straight  stems. 

SUN  CLOW- — Blooms  Oct.  15th  from  mid-August  bud;  a  bright  yellow  8- 
inch  incurved  flower  of  perfect  form.  One  of  the  best  big  yellow  va¬ 
rieties  for  early  October. 

LUSTRE — Blooms  Oct.  15th  from  late  August  bud;  a  pinkish  lavender  in¬ 
curved  bloom;  plant  early;  a  very  popular  variety  owing  to  its  color 
and  earliness. 

MRS.  II.  E.  KIDDER — Blooms  Oct.  15th  from  August  25th  bud;  a  very  early 
bright  yellow  closely  surmounting  an  upright  stiff  stem;  a  late  intro¬ 
duction.  Very  popular. 

LOUISA  ROCKETT — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  mid- August  bud;  an  unusualy 
fine  very  early  white  variety  from  Australia;  late  buds  show  delicate 
pink  shade;  a  popular  variety  as  an  exhibition. 

YELLOW  ROCKETT — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  August  20th  bud;  an  exhibition 
size  yellow  incurved  bloom;  very  popular  with  growers  specializing  in 
extra  large  blooms. 

THOS  W.  ROCKETT — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  August  25th  bud.  Exhibition 
size;  a  clear  shade  of  pink  with  incurved  tips;  tall  grower. 

OCTOBER  GLOW — Blooms  Oct.  20th  from  first  bud;  an  8-inch  globe  type 
bloom  of  a  deep  lavender  shade,  which  color  is  held  to  full  maturity; 
height  4  feet.  The  best  dark  lavender  for  October. 

OCTOBER  ROSE — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  September  1st  bud;  the  largest 
early  incurved  rose  pink;  will  produce  an  8-inch  bloom;  large  stiff 
stems;  height  4  1-2  feet. 

CAMILLA — Blooms  Oct.  18th  from  Aug.  25th  bud;  an  early  rounded  pure 
white  on  5-foot  stem;  considered  an  improved  Silver  Sheen.  A  recent 
introduction. 

DETROIT  NEWS — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  August  30th  bud;  one  of  the  new¬ 
er  and  the  outstanding  “finds”  in  recent  years;  at  first  develops  as  an 
incurved  showing  golden  reverse,  gradually  reflexing  and  exposing 
bronze  shade.  Probably  has  more  lasting  qualities  than  any  other 
bronze  of  its  period. 

KEYNOTE — Blooms  Oct.  25th;  the  earliest  8-inch  bronze  yet  introduced;  urn 
iper  surface  of  petals  brownish,  Chinese  orange,  while  reverse  is  buff; 
4-feet  upright  growth  with  small  foliage;  best  bud  Sept  1st. 

CHARLES  W.  JOHNSON — Blooms  Oct.  25th;  a  perfect  7-inch  round  ball, 
with  excellent  habits  of  growth:  may  be  considered  an  improved  Betsy 
Ross.  Height  4  1-2  feet;  best  bud  Sept.  10th. 

WHITE  EAGLE — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  first  bud:  an  extra  large  bold  re¬ 
flexed  pure  white;  fully  equals  the  Turners  in  size;  medium  height. 

OLIVETTE — Blooms  Oct.  30  from  Aug.  10th  bud;  another  very  recent  intro¬ 
duction;  bloom  pinkish-rose,  with  petals  irregularly  incurved;  extra 
lar<re  blooms  and  a  favorite. 

CHEROKEE — Light  bronze  that  shows  a  rosy  tint  under  artificial  light;  Out¬ 
er  petals  irregularly  reflexed  while  inner  ones  incurve  showing  golden 
reverse;  Very  large  size  and  tall  strong  grower;  Matures  end  of  Oc¬ 
tober  from  August  20th  bud. 


HILDA  BERGEN— Blooms  Oct.  30  from  early  September  bud;  a  7-inch  in¬ 
curved  bronze  flower  that  holds  its  color  to  full  maturity;  height  4 
feet;  handles  unusually  well  and  is  very  popular  among  the  bronzes. 

OLD  ROSE — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  August  20th  bud;  a  large  perfect  ball; 
very  imposing;  color  a  pleasing  shade  of  deep  pink;  good  lasting  quali¬ 
ties. 

NAKOTA — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  Aug.  15th  bud;  an  exhibition  variety  of 
fairly  recent  introduction;  bloom  incurved,  orange-buff  in  color,  and 
of  largest  size.  Semi-dwarf  in  growth. 

BOB  PULLING — Blooms  Nov.  1st  and  is  an  outstanding  exhibition  yellow, 
having  wide  dropping  petals  sometimes  10  inches  long;  a  good  grower 
and  handles  well. 

ELBERON — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  Aug.  30  bud.  While  not  a  very  recent  in¬ 
troduction  still  very  popular;  a  bright  pink;  of  finest  incurved  form; 
beautiful  foliage  and  a  good  stem;  semi-dwarf  in  growth.  A  variety 
easy  to  manage. 

WHITE  ELBERON — The  white  sport  of  ELBERON — identical  in  all  other 
respects. 

YELLOW  ELBERON — A  yellow  sport  of  this  popular  variety;  otherwise 
identical 

BRONZE  ELBERON — An  unusually  pleasing  shade  of  bronze  in  this  popu¬ 
lar  variety. 

WILLIAM  TURNER — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  Aug.  30th  bud.  While  not  a  new 
variety,  it  is  still  surpassed  in  size  only  by  a  few  of  the  later  intro¬ 
ductions;  a  grand  incurved  bloom  of  purest  white;  very  imposing. 
Semi-dwarf  in  growth. 

YELLOW  TURNER — The  yellow  sport  of  this  grand  old  variety. 

BRONZE  TURNER — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  Aug.  25th  bud;  a  light  bronze 
sport  of  WILLIAM  TURNER  and  identical  in  other  respects.  ALL 
TURNERS  are  of  largest  size. 

PINK  TURNER — (Mrs.  J.  Leslie  Davis)  The  Pink  sport  of  this  grand  old 
variety;  identical  in  other  respects. 

GLENVIEW — Blooms  Nov.  5th;  very  large  two-tone  bloom  of  red  and  buff; 
inner  petals  decidedly  incurved;  outer  ones  slightly  incurved;  of  exhi¬ 
bition  size;  particularly  from  late  buds;  excellent  variety. 

GARNET  KING — Blooms  Nov.  15th  from  Sept.  20th  bud;  a  recent  introduc¬ 
tion  and  considered  the  finest  red  vet  introduced:  clear  garnet  with 
bluish,  black  shades  and  having  a  silken  finish.  True  reflexed  type;  Ex¬ 
cellent  stem  and  foliage. 

FRIENDLY  RIVAL — Blooms  Nov.  15th  from  Sept.  10th  bud;  a  late  introduc¬ 
tion  and  considered,  the  best  yellow  for  its  season;  very  large  blooms 
and  of  a  very  bright  shade  of  yellow;  stem  and  foliage  unusually 
good;  formal  incurved  type. 

MRS.  ALEX  LAURIE — Blooms  Nov.  20th  from  mid-Sept.  bud;  An  incurved 
light  pink  of  perfect  conformation;  has  perfect  stem  and  foliage; 
height  4  feet. 

QUAKER  LADY — Blooms  Nov.  20th  from  second  bud;  large  incurved  orchid 
pink  of  perfect  ball  and  shape;  mav  be  grown  to  8  inches. 

HONEYDEW — Blooms  Nov.  20th  from  Aug.  30th  bud;  a  bright  vellow  of 
true  incurved  form  having  a  satin  finish;  good  grower;  stiff  stem. 

NERISSA — Blooms  Nov.  25th  from  Sept.  15th  bud;  a  perfect  incurved  rosy 
lavender  bloom  of  wonderful  size.  While  not  a  new  variety  it  still 
holds  its  own  in  its  blooming  period  and  color. 

Tom  BROWNE  — Blooms  Nov.  30th  from  late  Sept,  bud;  a  very  large  late 
pure  white;  stiff  straight  stems  with  distinctive  foliage;  height  4  ft. 


CHATTANOOGA — A  .pure  white  incurved  variety  somewhat  like  Towantic, 
but  does  not  mature  until  around  December  1st  and  later  from  bud 
taken  Sept.  15-20.  Easily  makes  an  8  inch  bloom  and  is  very  popular 
for  a  late  white. 

YELLOW  CHATTANOOGA — The  yellow  sport  of  the  above  variety;  identi¬ 
cal  in  all  other  respects. 


Excellent  varieties,  but  not  so  late  introductions,  or  propagate*  as  a  faster 
rate  and  of  which  I  have  a  larger  supply  of  plants.

GOLD  LODE — A  deep  yellow  of  the  decorative  type;  medium  size  bloom; 
matures  early  October  from  mid- August  bud.  Small  foliage  and  popu¬ 
lar  owing  to  its  earliness. 

IMPROVED  GOLDEN  GLOW — An  improved  strain  of  this  popular  variety 
that  attains  a  height  of  about  3  1-2  feet  before  setting  buds;  Can  be 
had  in  bloom  in  late  Sept,  from  July  bud.  but  such  early  blooming  is 
not  recommended  except  for  northern  half  of  the  United  States,  as 
Sept,  sun  will  ruin  blooms  in  extreme  South. 

QUAKER  MAID — Blooms  Oct.  12th  from  mid-Aug.  bud;  a  large  early  white 
bloom;  4  1-2  feet  tall;  a  very  popular  variety. 

CHRYSALORA — Blooms  Oct.  15th  from  Aug.  15th  bud;  the  best  yellow  for 
early  Oct.;  largest  size  and  perfect  form,  stem,  and  foliage;  the  vari¬ 
ety  shipped  east  from  California  in  carload  lots  each  fall. 

JOSEPHINE  LAWLER — Blooms  Oct.  15th;  a  perfect  early  pink;  incurved 
form,  although  petal  arrangement  is  informal;  the  soft  pink  petals 
with  silvery  reverse  makes  an  unusually  effective  flower. 

GOLDEN  WAVE — Blooms  Oct.  20th  from  early  Sept,  bud  a  decided  incurv¬ 
ed  bloom  of  bright  yellow;  perfect  erect  stem  and  foliage;  tall  grow¬ 
er  and  handles  well. 

CHARLES  RAGER — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  Aug.  20th  bud;  a  stately  pure 
white  incurved  bloom,  having  ideal  qualities;  height  4  feet. 

TIGER — Blooms  Oct.  25th  from  early  Sept.  bud.  An  incurved  bright  yellow- 
bloom,  unexcelled  for  those  who  cannot  give  the  highest  state  of  cul¬ 
tivation;  always  double  from  any  bud;  verv  hardy. 

J.  W.  PRINCE — Blooms  Oct.  20th  from  Aug.  30th  bud,  A  true  incurved 
large  bloom  of  a  brighter  shade  than  Chieftain  and  considered  to  be 
sunerior. 

SNOW  WHITE — Blooms  Oct.  30  from  early  Sept.  bud.  An  extra  large  in¬ 
curved  white  bloom  with  effect  line  unpolished  marble.  By  far  the 
best  second-early  large  white  I  have  ever  grown;  can  not  be  too  high- 
]v  rerominpuded. 

PACIFIC  SUPREM/E — Blooms  Nov.  1st  from  Aug.  20th  bud.  A  larrre  in¬ 
curved  pink,  bloom  of  even  shade  developing  to  maturity  without  loss 
of  color.  A  very  nopular  variety. 

TREASURE  ISLAND — Blooms  Nov.  15th;  a  medium  sized  flower,  but  prob¬ 
ably  the  richest  bronze  yet  introduced;  reflek  bloom;  easily  grown 
and  does  well. 

BETSY  ROSS — Blooms  Nov.  10th  from  late  Aug.  bud:  a  perfect  incurved 
pure  white  possessing  excellent  qualities  in  both  bloom  and  plant; 
height  4  ft.;  still  one  of  the  standard  incurved  mid-season  whites. 

MONUMENT — Blooms  Nov.  15th  from  late  Aug.  bud.  A  pure  white  incurv¬ 
ed  bloom  of  large  size;  strong  growth  and  sturdy  stem;  height  4  feet. 


MISS  HELEN  FRICK— Blooms  Nov.  15th  from  mid-Sept.  bud.  A  bright  shade 
of  lavender-pink;  perfect  incurved  form;  semi-dwarf  growth;  with 
me  one  of  the  best  and  prettiest  November  pinks. 

YELLOW  HELEN  FRICK — The  yellow  sport  of  the  above  variety — identi¬ 
cal  in  all  other  respects. 

WHITE  HELEN  FRICK — The  white  sport  of  the  above  variety — identical 
in  all  other  respects. 

SILVER  SHEEN — Blooms  Oct.  25th.  A  high-rounded  pure  white  large  bloom 
of  perfect  form;  has  excellent  keeping  qualities;  grown  commercially. 

OCONTO — Blooms  Oct.  25th.  A  true  white  of  incurved  form  with  large 
blooms  maturing  early  midseason;  a  very  dependable  midseason  white. 

JOSEPHINE  FOLEY — Blooms  Oct.  27th.  An  excellent  pure  white  variety 
of  strong  growth  and  straight  stiff  stems. 

POLLY  ROSE — Blooms  Oct.  27th.  A  rose-lavender  reflexed  bloom  with  petal 
arrangement  similar  to  TINTS  OF  GOLD;  erect  strong  stem  and 
medium  size  foliage;  can  be  grown  close  together. 

WHITE  CLOUD — Blooms  Oct.  27th.  A  large  white  bloom  of  irregular  in¬ 
curved  petals — outer  petals  white  shading  to  very  light  canary  yel¬ 
low  at  center.  A  general  favorite. 

ROMAN  GOLD — Blooms  Oct.  27th.  A  bright  yellow  reflexed  bloom  from 
August  bud;  from  Sept,  bud  a  darker  Japanese  incurved  type. 

SILVER  WEDDING — Blooms  Oct.  28th.  A  pure  white  bloom,  very  broad  re¬ 
flexed  petals,  making  a  bold  handsome  flower  somewhat  resembling 
a  cactus  type  dahlia.  A  tall  grower  and  with  me  the  hardiest  of  large 
flowering  ’mums. 

WHITE  CHIEFTAIN — Blooms  Nov.  1st.  An  incurved  pure  white  large 
bloom  of  perfect  form;  a  grand  variety;  a  white  sport  from  Chief¬ 
tain;  holds  in  fine  condition  over  a  long  period;  a  most  satisfactory 
variety  with  me. 

ROSE  PERFECTION — Blooms  Nov.  15th  from  Sept.  10th  bud.  A  rose-lav¬ 
ender  incurved  of  good  substance;  an  easy  grower  and  a  popular 
commercial  variety. 

GLADYS  PEARSON — Blooms  Nov.  25th  from  Sept.  20th  bud.  A  two-toned 
incurved  bloom  maturing  for  Thanksgiving— upper  surface  of  petals 
apricot,  reverse  buff,  which  under  artificial  light  illuminates  to 
bright  orange;  strong  grower.  , 

YELLOW  PEARSON — The  bright  yellow  sport  of  Gladys  Pearson;  will  ma¬ 
ture  an  8-inch  bloom  for  Thanksgiving.  Strong  grower. 

TOWANTIC — Blooms  Nov.  25th  from  late  Sept.  bud.  A  perfect  incurved 
white  ball  of  great  substance;  foliage  and  stem  ideal.  A  long  lasting 
cut  flower  and  popular  as  a  commercial.

NELIAE  T.  ROSS — Blooms  Dec.  5th  from  Oct.  1st  bud:  a  bright  yel¬ 
low  of  largest  size,  incurved  form;  tall  grower;  excellent  late  com¬ 
mercial.

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WHITE  ENCHANTRESS — A  white  sport  of  the  pink  Enchantress,  and  it 
makes  an  ideal  companion  white  for  Enchantress.  It  is  identical  in 
all  other  respects. 

EARLY  FROST— Blooms  the  first  few  days  of  Oct.  from  first  bud.  The 
standard  very  early  round  pure  white;  a  perfect  ball  and  very  de¬ 
pendable.

BEAUTIFUL  LADY — Blooms  Nov.  20th.  A  striking  anemone  with  outer

LILLIAN  DOTY — The  standard  pink  large  pompon.  Its  shell  pinb  color  and 
perfect  tvpe  keeps  it  a  favorite  with  commercial  growers  as  well  as 
individuals.  Should  be  grown  4  to  6  blooms  per  plant.  Matures  early 
in  November. 

WHITE  DOTY — Similar  to  above  except  color. 

FOSE  DOTY — Similar  to  above  except  color  is  a  deep  rose. 

YELLOW  DOTY — Similar  to  above  except  color  is  a  clear  yellow. 

FED  DOTY — Similar  to  above  except  color  is  a  rich  wine  red. 

ERMA  LINDA — An  old  rose  color  with  a.  silvery  sheen;  very  double  and  per¬ 
fect  form;  flowers  about  1  1-2  inches  in  diameter  when  slightly  dis¬ 
budded:  strong  upright  growth.  Also  makes  good  pot  plant;  Has  done 
unusually  well  with  me. 

SILVER.  BALL — A  fairlv  recent  introduction;  pure  white  and  of  perfect 
ball  form;  when  disbudded  will  produce  3  inch  perfect  white  balls; 
Earlier  than  White  Doty,  maturing  late  October.  Height  4  leer. 

MARGOT — A  late  introduction;  claimed  to  be  the  earliest  really  good  '  hite 
pompon;  intermediate  between  large  and  button  pompon  types,  1  loom 
1  1-4  inches;  rather  dwarf  in  growth;  matures  by  mid-October. 


NORINE — Another  fairly  recent  introduction  maturing  just  right  for  Thanks¬ 
giving;  A  very  bright  shade  of  yellow;  individual  blooms  1  1-4  inch; 
Produces  excellent  sprays. 

BALL  OF  GOLD — A  later  introduction,  producing  2  1-2  to  3  inch  perfectly 
round  blooms  on  unusually  stiff  upright  stems.  Color  is  a  clear  yel¬ 
low  and  proved  unusually  good  with  me  the  past  season. 

ADELFHIA — A  perfect  white  ball,  maturing  late  October.  Grows  tall  and 
disbuds  nicely;  blooms  about  2  to  2  1-2  inches  in  diameter. 

NEMO — Not  so  sure  of  name,  but  an  unusually  attractive  pompon  consist¬ 
ing  of  a  green  gold  high-rounded  center,  with  an  outer  fringe  of 
pure  white  petals  slightly  quilled.  When  slightly  disbudded  produces 
blooms  about  1  1-2  inches  in  diameter. 

CHICAGO  PEARL — A  fine  late  white  pom;  is  a  good  commercial  and  is 
usually  grown  disbudded,  may  be  matured  very  late. 

DOROTHY  TURNER — A  combination  of  bronze  and  old  gold;  2  1-2  inch 
blooms;  a  fine  midseason  intermediate  popmon. 

FIREBIRD — An  early  reddish  bronze  large  pompon;  blooms  2  1-2  inches; 
strong  growth  and  productive;  disbud  or  spray. 

SOURCE  cl’  OR — A  large  pompon  (3  1-2  inches)  with  a  wonderful  burnt- 
orange  color;  matures  early  Nov.  and  very  popular. 

REDBIRD — A  small  red  pompon  with  bronzy  center;  very  prolific;  best  as 
snray;  1  inch,  blooms. 

JEAN  TREADWAY — A  soft  pink  pompon  of  the  decorative  type  maturing 
early  October.  It  has  a  rosy  crimson  center  that  makes  the  bloom  un¬ 
usually  attractive.  Grows  3  feet.
